ions for nearly two years. The main 
object of Cook's expedition was to 
lake some astronomers to Tahiti to 
observe the transit of Venus, but he 
was Instructed to proceed afterward 
to "make discoveries In the south 
I'nclflc ocean." It .was In pursuit of 
lids' secondary object that th« En 
rleavour won Iwr place In tbe history 
of exploration,—Manchester Guardian.
